While the governor is waiting, the Tax 


Department and most of the people of 
Wisconsin are well aware of that depart- 
ment's opinion. The bill, which provides 
for a 3 per cent sales tax and for the 
withholding of state income taxes, was 
denounced at the Democratic party's ad- 
ministrative committee meeting .in Bai- 
leys Harbor Saturday by John Gronouski. 
Gronouski is the state tax commissioner 
appointed by Gov. Nelson and therefore 
the boss of the department which Gov. 
Nelson is waiting to hear from. 


The governor should know now that 


Mr. Gronouski's opinion of the bill is that 
it provides "a lousy tax" which shifts the 
burden to the low income. It may be that 
Gov. Nelson believes that he can get a 
fair analysis of the tax revisions bill from 
Mr. Gronouski's department or that he 
may be in a position to interpret such re- 
ports as Mr. Gronouski may offer by al- 
lowing for prejudice and political motiva- 
tion. 


Sen. lorge's Decision 


Sen. Gerald Lorge of Bear Creek, after 


painful soul-searching for a period of sev- 
eral weeks, provided the decisive vote in 
the Republican state Senate which en- 
abled his party in the legislature to put 
on Gov. Nelson's -desk a specific and com- 
prehensive tax revision plan. 


For a while it appeared that the Outa- 


gamie County representative w o u l d re- 
fuse to support his party's alternative to 
the 
Democratic administration's lesser 


proposal, because of his repugnance for 
its provision for an income tax withhold- 
ing system for the state treasury. He had 
no basic objection to the modified sales 
tax incorporated in the revision bill, as 
he made clear, but he had deep convic- 
tions about the dangers inherent in an 
employer system of tax collections. 


Everyone who has studied seriously 


the Wisconsin fiscal crisis will appreciate 


At the same Baileys Harbor meeting 


the administrative committee of the par- 
ty named a 6-member group to examine 
ways and means of disciplining Demo- 
crats in the legislature who voted against 
bills endorsed in the party platform. It 
may be in this resolution there is a little 
hint for the governor that the discipline 
committee of the party will be watching 
him at he signs or vetoes the tax revision 
bill. 


It is interesting to recall that the Re- 


publican majority in the legislature stray- 
ed from its party platform when it in- 
cluded the withholding of income taxes in 
the revision bill. In tact, it might be said 
that it openly defied instructions from the 
Republican party meeting on this partic- 
ular point. The Republican legislators act- 
ed because, at they put it, it is absolutely 
necessary to provide revenue to operate 
the state. Thus their first duty was to the 
people at large, both Democrats and Re- 
publicans, who expect the state machin- 
ery to function. It may be that Gov. Nel- 
son will have to make some such serious 
decision when he receives the bill and the 
Tax Department analysis of it. Gov. Nel- 
son's obligation to the state is no lest 
than that of the Republican members of 
the legislature. 


Sen. Lorge's position. For such comfort 
as it may bring to him, we would venture 
also that most responsible citizens are 
also grateful that, he consented to subor- 
dinate his incidental objections for the 
sake of enabling his party to present a 
reasonable and responsible compromise 
in a time of divided party control at 
Madison that compels compromise. 


It is not often that a comparatively 


youthful legislator is placed in such a 
powerfully strategic position in the basic 
decisions of a state. 


The record shows that 
Sen. Lorge 


fought manfully and well, until the last 
possibility of alternative compromise had 
been exhausted, and then surrendered 
gracefully and without a repudiation of 
his convictions. 


The time will come when he will be 


proud of his part in the important legisla- 
tive story of 1961. 


Crime Mounts in the U. 5. 


Director J. 'Edgar Hoover of the Fed- 


eral Bureau of Investigation reveals that 
serious crime last year reached an all- 
time high. While the population of the 
United States increased only 18 per cent 
from 
1950 to 1960, serious crime in- 


creased an almost unbelievable 98 per 
cent during th»t period. 


The Hoover crime report is based upon 


information received from more than 7,- 
700 police agencies. During I960, these re- 
ports show, there were 1,861,300 serious 
crimes of murder, forcible rape, robbery, 
aggravated assault, burglary, l a r c e n y 
over $50, and auto thefts. 


The Hoover crime clocks show that 


serious crimes were committed in the 
United States every 15 seconds during 
I960. There was a murder every 58 min- 
utes, a forcible rape every 34 minutes, 
and an aggravated 
assault every 
four 


minutes. 
Crimes 
against property Mr. 


Hoover said were much more 
frequent. 


There was a burglary every 39 seconds, 
a larceny of $50 and over every minute, 
a car was stolen every two minutes, and 
every six minutes there was a robbery. 
Compared with 1959, burglaries were up 
18 per cent, larcenies rose 14 per cent, 
auto thefts increased 9 per cent. Murders 
had a sharp rise of six per cent, aggra- 
vated assaults were up five per cent and 
forcible rapes occurred with three per 
cent greater frequency. 


There were 3,640 arrests for every 100,- 


000 persons in the United States in 1960. 
Arrests in cities were almost three times 
those in rural areas. Arrests of females 
rose 10 per cent in rural areas while in- 
creasing only three per cent in the city 
areas. 


The arrests of juveniles have more 


than doubled since 1950 while the popula- 
tion of youths aged 10 to 17 increased 
less than one-half. There was one arrest 
for every 26 young persons between 10 


and 17 in 1960. Arrests of juveniles were 
9 and 8 per cent more frequent in city 
and rural areas respectively than in 1959. 
While adult arrests showed only % one 
per cent increase, juvenile arrests "jump- 
ed 9 per cent. Since 1950 the crime rate 
(number of crimes per 100,000 persons) 
increased 66 per cent. 


The cost of crime is difficult to de- 


termine', but the direct property losses, 
based on police reports, average $256 for 
every robbery. Burglaries average 
$183, 


larcenies $74 and auto thefts $830. Thieves 
in 1960 stole loot amounting to over $570,- 
000,000. Good police work resulted in the 
recovery of 52 per cent of this stolen 
property. 


The record is a shameful one and 


everyone will a g r e e 
that something 


should be done about it. Mr. Hoover has 
some recommendations. He p o i n t s out 
that 48 police officers were killed in the 
line of duty during 1960. Twenty-eight of 
these were at the hands of killers. Six of 
these officers were slain by vicious kill- 
ers whcx were then benefiting from leni- 
ency granted after conviction for crimes 
of murder, robbery, aggravated assault, 
burglary and forgery.

In addition, he 
said, more than 9,600 police officers were 
assaulted while performing their duties. 


He notes that the number of police 


employees remained virtually the same 
in 1960 as in 1959 while crime continued 
to increase. The cure Mr. Hoover offers 
is for every community to extend its com- 
plete support to "provide sufficient man- 
p o w e r , adequate salaries, professional 
training, men who have the respect of the 
community and pride in their depart- 
ment."

In the sunny Und of western Andalusia ... within 


about a 20-mile ratfa* of the city of Seville . . . 
there's more than romantic flamenco dancing and 
bullfighting for th* traveler to see. This is the cen- 
ter of Spain's tremendous olive industry which is 
a basic factor In that Mtkm's economy. 


Row, en row, the heavily laden olive trees stretch 


as far as the eye can see. Silhouetted against a deep 
blue sky, their dark green and brown tones makl a 
study of contrasts against brick-red, mineral-rich 
soil. The olive trees are venerable, slowly taking 
time to grow and bear fruit. It takes 25 years for a 
tree to mature from a small plant and it reaches 
peak of production when it's 35 to 40 years old. 
Only every other year does it bear fruit. It takes 
live long months for the olives to grow to the size 
where they're ready to be picked. 


In April the trees blossom and begin the business 


of bearing the tender green olives. September is 
harvest time. During the winter months workers 
tend the trees, pruning them expertly to make 
harvesting easier and to give each twig access to 
the sun's rays and the soft Andalusian breezes. 


Olives, both stuffed and unstuffed, are prepared 


in plants throughout the region. On the outskirts of 
area villages, truck farmers cultivate under irriga- 
tion the Spanish sweet pepper we know as pimiento.

why the green olive is used 
so often 
in Andalusian

No Idealism 


Broadly speaking, what is ab- 


sent is a spirit of idealism and a 
willingness to fight, if necessary, 
for those ideals. There seems to 
be no compass to steer by—no 
principle that has been given par- 
amountcy. 


Instead, the word goes out, for 


instance, that the Western Allies 
are so afraid of possible revolu- 
tions in East Germany that the 
peoples there have been asked 
through official American broad- 
casts to keep calm and avoid any 
disturbances which could lead to 
the use 
of force. 
Observers in 


West Germany, moreover, are dis- 
mayed by an editorial in the New 
York "Times" which was carried 
on the press association wires to 
European newspapers on Wednes- 
day, and which reads hi part as 
follows: 


"While the Soviets seek to stir 


up revolution and war against us 
wherever they .can—even to the 
perfidy of the Hitler-Stalin pact— 
we must seek to discourage anti- 
communist revolts in order to 
avert 
must, 


bloodshed and 
under our own 


war. We 
principles, 


live with evil even if by doing so 
we 'help to stabilize 
tottering 


communist regimes, as in East 
Germany, and perhaps even ex- 


afflicted countries whose citi- 
zens look to the United States tor 
inspiration at least, if not direct 
military help. 


The Western Powers keep hag- 


gling among themselves about le- 
gal rights in Berlin when the bask 
issue is the continued enslavement 
of 16,000,000 human beings in East 
Germany. There is nowadays a 
lot in the press about the need for 
self-determination of half-civilized 
people to Africa, but there seems 
to be a temerity about proclaim- 
ing, such 'a goal for the civilised 


Al- 
in 


peoples of Eastern Europe, 
ready resentment is rising 
West Germany, whose people are 
beginning .to feel they are •being 
forsaken by the West. 


True Isspe 


The true issue, is whether the 


West is going to adopt an attitude 
of craven acquiescence which will 
help the Soviet Union "stabilize 
tottering communist regimes," 
and whether the peoples of East 
Germany and of the other coun- 
tries behind the Iron Curtain are 
to be condemned to "slow death 
by strangulation." 


It seems tragic that, at a time 


when President 
has 


been speaking some brave and 
courageous words, fliere should 
arise hints from some administra- 
tion officials in Washington—also 
reported in the press of Europe- 
urging the East Germans to be 
careful not to offend their com- 
munist masters. 


Revolutions are unpredictable, 


and 
so are their 
originating 


causes. But they come about 
spontaneously when whole na- 
tions become desperate and rise 
up against their tyrannical rulers. 
Then even foreign armies some- 
times refuse to shoot down the 
revolutionaries and, instead, join 
the revolt. . 


Above all else, it is risky for the 


West to appear to cringe before 
the communists and to be giving
